In his New Year specch to the nation, President 
Chiang Kai-shek. in a nationwide broadcast to-night. 
declared that New Year Day was of especial signifi- 
cance in view of the fact that a Constitution for the 
country has been adopted by the National Assembly. 
A summary of the President’s speech follows: 


“This New Year Day is 


of especial significance ns our 


National Assembly has adopted a -Constitution for the 
Republic of Chinu and decided onthe date and the pre- 


parator« procedure for its enforcement. 


This was done in 


compliance with the principles regarding the drafting of 


‘the Constitution resolved at 
ference. : 


“The National Government 
promulgates the Constitution 
to-day, The persistent desire 
to realise constitutional demo- 
cracy in China is now fulfilled, 
With democracy and freedom 
here, I hope that our fellow 


countrymen will earnestly exer- 


cise the rights and fulfil their 
duties in order to insure. the 
enforcement, of the Constitution 
as scheduled. This ig the most 
epoch-making event: since the 
founding of the Republic. . I 
hereby extend my congratula- 
tions to all my ‘compatriots. 


“The Government's principles of 
maintuning unity and respecting 
peace is inflexible, Without — unity, 
China cannot exist, nor can she be re- 
generated. But the realisation of 
our unity must be sought through 
peaceful means. During the past 
year, the Government has sincerely 
fought for peace and the cessation 
of ‘hostillties. ‘Our Allled = friend 
‘General, George C, Marshall worked 
hard through the year. He helped 
us ‘to, repatrinte 3,000,000. Japanese 
prisoners of war and civilians and 
recover our national sovereignty. 
And, with extraordinary patience, 
he promoted peace und unity for us, 
He deserves the gratitude of all our 
people, . 

Broadening of Government 

“Now that the. Constitution has 
been promulgated, the nation fs well 
on the read to democratic constitu- 
tlonalism, During the past year, 
the Government has adhered to the 
PCC agreements. This year, they 
will be put into exccution one by 
one. ..We.are..golng. to: broaden the 
Governmental basis soon. Members 
of the various partics asvell as none 
partisans will assist In carrying out 
Q programme of peaceful national 
reconstruction. 

“In prewar days, China was a 
backward country. Its national. re- 
construction plans had not been com- 
pleted. During the war, many of 
our people were elther killed- or 
displaced. Our national resources 
have been drained. Our economic 
foundation haa been shaken, our 
financial conditfon has been in a 
miserable state. Our citles and 
villages have been devastated, Our 
supply and demand have been dis- 
rupted. Our cducational system and 
social morality have been crippled. 

“Our country cannot be compared 
with those countries whose national 
foundatlon is sound, If we want to 
rebuild from a wreckage, {t - is 
obviously not a task which can be 
accompUshed within half a year: or 


ono year, 

“We should regret deeply the 
many domestic frustrations “which 
have encountered us ‘and which 
should never have existed.= Besides 
many public functlonarics have not 
done their duty in assisting to 
alleviate the calamities, Only luxury, 
indolence, disorder and . selfishness 
are seen‘ in socicty. From to-day, 
both the Government ond ‘the people 
should have a-common way of doing 
things. We are golng to inaugurate 
Q constitutional government, 

"On the whole, the Government 
Is. exerting every effort 
about’ democratic constitutlonalism 
and will also display the greatest 
Possible. patience in-tryfng to attain 
.Unity-and penca. : ; ve 
“The Government has persistent! 
pald close attention to the current 
Condltlons of the’ country and to the 
sufferings of the ‘people.. Efforts 
will be made to improve the welfare 
of the people and to alleviate thelr 
bulfcrings. ore 

“We ore entering a period of na- 
tlonal rehabilitation and reconstruc- 
tion, It Is only natural that ony 
country in the world cannot’ im- 
mediately recover Its old prewar

“The future destiny of our country 
will depend ,cntirely on how our 
beople behave themselves.
